In giving judgment his Lordship said:—The 
Chinese Government applied for the exiradi- 
tion of one Iu Ki Shing, afiar lu Chan, (hersin- 
afjer teferred to as the accused) on a charge ‘of 
armed robbery within the jurisdiction of China. 
In dire-coorse ke was brought before the Ma-. 
‘gistrate and after hearing tho evidence the Ma: 
gisteate committed the accused to prison under 
the provisions of Ordinance seven ‘of 1889, 
Section: to (Chinese - Extraditién Ordinance).

ed. On November 15° the ‘case came before 
the Coust, when the Attorney-General appeared 
to support the decision. of the: Magistrate and 
Sir Henry: Berkeley the tule, .
